Men Arrested in Boston not Recognized 
by Managers of A. & P. Store. Held 
on Charges of Breaking and Larceny 


4 marked decrease in the number of 
births and marriages, a condition very 
generally noted in city and town records for 
1925, has taken place in Andover during the 
nast year, the number of marriages being 
only ninety as conn pated with 124 in 1924, and 
the number of births falling from 213 to 200. 
Unfortunately the deaths have been in- 
creased by eight; 142 passing away within 
the last twelve months as compared with 
134 in the previous year. 

Andover has a clean record as far as fatal 
automobile accidents are concerned, the 
lives of neither riders nor pedestrians having 
been sacrificed as com red with four lives 
lost in 1924. Of the six violent deaths, two 
were caused by drowning, one by hanging, 
one by a locomotive, one by a dynamite 
explosion and one by a homicidal pistol 
shot, The deaths from tuberculosis have 
decreased as compared with last year from 
seven to five. Cancer has claimed twenty; 
apparently twice the record of 1924. Dis- 
seases of the heart are numbered at 28, while 
pneumonia has claimed 26, and 13 have 
succumbed to cerebral hemorrhage. There 
have been three deaths from ol ahaa one 
from appendicitis, one from alcohol poisoning 
and three from anaemia. 

Having once made a good start in life in 
Andover, the chances are that one will 
attain a ripe old age. Of the 142 persons 
who died last year, fifty were over seventy 
years of age and two were over ninety. 
Fifteen babies either failed to get started on 
the business of living at all, or fave up with- 
in the first six months; and thirteen other 
children died before attaining the age of 
ten years. There were 5 deaths between 
the ages of ten and twenty, 7 between the 
ages of twenty and thirty, 4 between thirty 
and forty, 10 between forty and fifty, 14 
between fifty and sixty, 24 between sixty 
and seventy, 27 between seventy and eighty, 
21 between eighty and-ninety and 2 between 
ninety and one hundred, Of the total 
number 56 were men and 86 were women. 
Strangely enough, September, which in 1924 
had the most sinister record with 20 deaths, 
has passed into history this year with only 
5, leaving the black mark for March with 22.

Witnesses taken to Boston Monday 
morning by Lieutenant Inspector Charles 
R. Woodcock failed to identity the two men 
arrested in Boston, Sunday, on suspicion of 
being implicated in the murder of Patrolman 
Robert T. Black in Andover square on the 
night of November 27. No witnesses were 
summoned from Andover as no one in this 
town saw the murderer’s face or was sure 
enough of his appearance to establish his 
identity. 

The two men arrested were Stanley Jast- 
rzembski, alias Stanley Ryan, alias Ray 
Leonard, ex-pugilist of Salem, and Martin 
Welch, alias “Portland Johnny.” 

Inspector Woodcock and State Officer 
Griffin took both men to Salem Monday 
afternoon on indictment warrants charging 
them with breaking, entering and larceny of 
goods valued at $610 from the tailor shop 
at 193 Jackson street, Lawrence, conducted 
by Hugo Vallazzo. City Marshal Timothy 
J. O’Brien said Monday that secret indict- 
ments were returned by the Essex County 
Grand Jury in session at Salem last week, 
charging both men in connection with the 
offense. 

The group of which these men were said 
to be members was described by both Law- 
rence and Boston police as the ‘Boston 
bandit gang” which it is claimed terrorized 
residents of Greater Boston ‘for months 
with hold-ups and who are alleged to have 
been implicated in a number of other breaks 
in and around the neighboring city. Law- 
rence police said that they havealso con- 
nected with the. gang four Lawrence men 
who were arrested recently in connection 
with stolen automobiles. 

Ryan was suspected from the first of the 
murder and Welch was suspected of being 
implicated with him in the holdup and 
robbery of the South Broadway A. and P. 
store which occurred prior to the murder. 
Warrants for the arrest of both men on the 
Jackson street tailor shop job were sworn 
out by Lawrence police many weeks ago an‘ 

lice of the entire state have been searching 
or the pair since. 

Officials said that the arrest of the men 
concludes the roundup of the so-called 
“Boston bandit gang.’”’ Welch and Ryan, 
police stated, were the missing links in the 
chain of bandits which have led police of 
scores of Massachusetts cities a merry chase 
in the past year. 

While authorities were notified by In- 
spector Woodcock that the witness failed to 
identify the men in relation to the A. & P. 
store holdup and Officer Black’s murder, it 
was stated that they are still under suspicion

An even 200 babies is the record for 
1925, the boys outnumbering the girls by 
twelve in spite of the fact that there were 
two pairs of twin girls. 

Only two children can claim that both 
father and mother were born in Andover, 
but both parents of 97 children are American 
born. Scotland has contributed to the blood 
of 38, Ireland to 19, England to 12, Nova 
Scotia to 12, Canada to 10, New Brunswick 
to 8, Prince Edward Island to 6, Armenia to 
4, Newfoundland to 4, Italy to 4, France to 
2, Greece to 1, Turkey to 1, Belgium to 1, 
Australia to 1, Germany to 1, Poland to 1, 
Argentine to 1, and Jamaica to 1. 

Marriages show a decided restraint. Not 
only has the total number decreased from 
124 to 99 but fewer children have plunged 
unprepared into the sea of matrimony. The 
number of brides of twenty years and under 
is only 16, as compared with 32, while the 
grooms of that age have decreased from 11 to 
5. There were two brides of sixteen and one 
groom of seventeen. The youngest couple 
to essay life together were seventeen and 
eighteen. The oldest groom, aged 60, took a 
bride of 32, and the oldest bride was 47. 

In thirteen instances, either one or both 

of the parties to the contract wes making 
the venture for the second time, and in two 
instances, the woman, even though divorced, 
was making it for the third time. Eight 
divorced women have remarried, but no 
divorced men. 
June was the bride’s own month with 
twenty-one weddings.

Fire Protection 


Fire was probably the greatest dis- 
covery of prehistoric times, yet this 
element which is so fundamental a 
servant in our present-day life, supply- 
ing us with all our industrial and 
domestic heat and much of our power, 
becomes, when out of control, a most 
destructive force, even consuming great 
cities in its terrific sweep. To protect 
themselves from the ravages of such 
devouring outbursts, all communities 
find it necessary to maintain fire- 
fighting organizations and equipment. 

Andover has a fire department which 
has been doing unusually praiseworthy 
work. Its efficiency has been such that 
fire losses last year have been the lowest 
on record for many years, being about 
42 percent lower than 1924, notwith- 
standing the fact that property values 
have been increasing steadily. For this | 
remarkable showing Chief Emerson 
and his associates deserve the thanks of 
us all. 

The secret of low fire losses is in 
quick response to all alarms and our 
department has been very prompt in 
getting started to the scene of the fires. 
By arriving at the source in short order 
they have been able to extinguish most 
fires before the flames had become 
dangerous or had had a chance to do 
much damage. A delay of a few min- 
utes may make all the difference be- 
tween a slight damage and a building 
razed to the ground. Our department 
has worked in an admirable way and we 
may feel proud of having one of the 
best fire departments in the state for a 
town of our size. 


The number of alarms has also 
decreased materially this year, there 
being only about three-fourths as 


many as in 1924. This is due to in- 
creased regard for safety on the part 
of the people at large. It is carelessness 
of one sort or another that is the chief 
cause of fires. It seems, however, that 
the public has been educated to use 
more care with cigarette stubs and sub- 
stances which cause spontaneous com- 
bustion, such as oily rags. This low 
number is all the more noteworthy 
because the use of soft coal tends to 
increase the number of chimney fires 
and, in consequence, the total number 
of fire calls for the year. The public is 
to be congratulated for this decrease in 
the number of alarms. 

The insurance companies are greatly 
interested in fire damages and it is 
interesting that every case of fire last 
year was covered by insurance. The 
adjuster of the local company was glad 
to compliment the firemen for their 
promptness in covering Andover’s wide- 
ly scattered settlements and also for 
their method of attacking a fire. The 
chief and his men refrain from doing 
unnecessary wrecking such as chopping 
down doors on making needless holes in 
the walls. Loss to property is also 
greatly lessened by the discriminate

Report of Andover Fire Department 


During the past twelve months the An- 
dover Fire Department has responded to 
135 alarms; 95 bell alarms and 1435: still 
alarms, 

The value of the property involved was 
$89,775 while the loss mostly covered by 
insurance was only $10,814. \ ; 
_ An air system for the fire whistle has been 
installed at a cost of $2,700, Five hundred 
feet of two and one-half inch hose and 250 
feet of three-quarter inch hose have been 
purchased, 

The men themselves have laid a hard- 
wood floor in the hall and refinished the wood 
work, The walls have been papered and two 
new lights have been added making an 
attractive assembly room. The roof of the 
shed has been recovered and new tlashings 
have been put on the lat roof. Two fire 
alarm boxes and wheels Nos, 74, 75 and 10 
have been added. No. 10 is a riot call,

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use of chemicals instead of deluging the 
premises with water as was often the 
case in former years. 

Fire losses could be reduced further if 
we should take to heart certain simple 
measures with which we are all familiar 
but which we are all apt to neglect be- 
cause of carelessness. We all know 
that we should be more careful with 
lighted cigarettes and matches, that 
antiquated electrical wiring should be 
modernized, and that users of soft coal 
especially, should examine their chim- 
neys to see that they are in good con- 
dition, but we are loath to do these 
things. 

If a fire does occur, the first thing to 
do is to call forhelp. In telephoning to 
the fire station people often get so 
excited that they hang up the receiver 
before telling who they are or where 
the fire is located. When the fire 
apparatus is on its way to a fire it is 
important that motorists using the 
same street as the fire trucks should 
draw over to their right and come to a 
stop until the trucks have passed. Those 
failing to do this may be subject to a 
fine. 

By keeping the ideas of safety and 
prudence constantly in mind and by 
cooperating cheerfully with the fire 
department our losses for the present 
year can be made even lower than those 
for 1925. Whether they will be lower or 
not, depends entirely on ourselves as 
individual residents. We should pledge 
ourselves to make every week in 1926 
fire-prevention week. 


Editorial Cinders 


When a town’s population reaches 
the ten-thousand mark, it is required by 
law to have a planning board. Arrange- 
ments are already under way as a result 
of which Andover is to have such a 
board. In view of this fact, might it 
not be worth while to consider placing 
the matter’ of the library changes 
before the board which we are soon to 
have? It would be a serious mistake if 
the present plans for Memorial Hall, 
admirable as they are in themselves, 
should not fit into a planning scheme 
which might embrace the whole town 
in its scope. The library needs im- 
provements right away but it may not 
prove feasible to be so hasty as to leave 
the planning board entirely out of 
account.

Police Relief Association Holds Meeting 


Lieutenant Inspector Michael Byron of 
the Lawrence Police department gave an 
interesting talk to the members of the Ando 
ver Police Relief association in the lower town 
hall Monday evening. on the methods used 
in apprehending criminals, by means of the 
finger print system, As the various police 
departments throughout the country are 
relying in a great measure upon the finger 
prints of criminals to link them with crimes, 
the address was very timely. 

Many are of the opinion that the finger 
print systems are new to the criminal hunting 
game, but this is not so as students of the 
subject can testify. In the early eighties the 
Bertillon system was brought into use, and 
this was superseded by the Henry system 
which is the one used at the present time. 
The fact that the features are subject to 
such changes in the course of a few years is 
given as the cause for the development of the 
finger-print system. If a criminal is photo- 
graphed while in his youth, by the time he 
reaches maturity his picture would not be 
recognizable. Finger prints are not change- 
able except by artificial methods which are 
being brought into use by ingenious law 
violators, 

Following the instructive as well as inter- 
esting lecture, Inspector Byron was given al 
rising vote of thanks. An open forum was 
held during which the lecturer answered 
questions concerning the finger-print system, 

The regular business session of the Relief 
association preceded the lecture. Plans for 
the first annual ball under the direction of the 
association were furthered. A large sale of 
tickets has been reported.

The Russian Symphonic Choir 

Had the elements been more propitious 
the chapel of Phillips Academy would doubt- 
less have been filled to capacity at the con- 
cert by the Russian Symphonic Choir last 
Monday evening. Even with the impresario’s, 
usual fate as to weather conditions, the 
audience was one of the largest ever present 
at a chapel concert, and certainly one of the 
most enthusiastic. And well did the choir 
merit the enthusiasm which it received! As 
the result, apparently, of the absence of the 
organ in the Russian Church, together with 
robust physique and inheritance due to 
centuries of training, the Russians have 
developed a marvelous ability in a capella 
singing and a contra-bass heard in no other 
country. One of the members of the present 
choir sings low G flat! To be sure the cap- 
tious critic can always find a few flaws. 
The enthusiastic reviewer of the concert in 
Symphony Hall on the previous evening was 
of course correct in his observation that not 
all the individual voices were remarkable. 
The tenor was certainly a tenor robusto. 
We have heard more beautiful sopranos and 
the intonation was not always accurate. 
But these are mere trifles compared with the 
magnificent ensemble! Perhaps Mr. Kibal- 
chich, in his interesting experiments with 
orchestral effects, overworked his humming a 
bit, and at times, as in the Tannhauser 
number, it did not seem to enhance the 
musical value. It would be futile to dwell 
upon individual ‘numbers. Probably the 
Kyrie Eleison of Lvovsky — “two words 
alone —‘Hospody Pomeelooy’—which, spun 
to the distance of seventy repetitions, 
generated the material for a decrescendo, the 
subtlety of which beggars description,” — 
a number which the now unfortunately 
defunct choir of St. Nicholas Cathedral of 
New York City also was wont to do so 
effectively, —the Soldiers’ Marching Song 
and the Chechoslovakian Dance Song left 
the most indelible impression. 
_ The day after the performance someone 
inquired over the felantione whether the 
choir was singing within a radius of fifty 
miles. When school boys also ask a similar 
question there is little doubt as to the 
impression made, or as to the welcome that 
awaits the choir should it pay Andover a 
second visit at some future time.

My Dear Sir: 


You are probably aware that I have 
regarded and do regard the action of the 
Parish Committee in its demand for the 
resignation of the Reverend E. J. Prescott 
and its acceptance of the same as being un- 
warranted in point of fact and illegal under 
the administration of our church. I believe 
and am advised that your autocratic action 
in closing the North Parish church of North 
Andover in the middle of the winter is 
tantamount to an utter abdication of the 
proper function of the parish committee in 
the religious life of the community and is 
equally unwarranted and illegal. It is im- 
possible for me even tacitly to a prove of 
the course of action of the Parish Committee 
by further participating in any of its acts. 
I therefore resign from my position as Chair- 
man of the Committee on the care of the 
church, and request you to bring the con- 
tents of this letter before the other members 
of your committee.

Robert Louis Stevenson was right when he 
said, in speaking of happiness, that “The 
pleasure is in the journey rather than in the 
arrival.’ I am quoting from memory, not 
from text, but this was the substance of it. 
The older we grow the more clearly we see 
that life is not what in youth we supposed it 
to be. The goals for which we set out are 
seldom reached, but instead we are ushered 
into a good many places that we did not have 
on our maps. : 

In my opinion, the element of surprise in 
life adds much of zest and charm to it. Life 
would soon become dull if we knew, from the 
beginning, just what was to happen to us. 

I know, because, when I was a boy I had 
the peculiar faculty of knowing, to the 
smallest incident, just what was going to 
happen during the day.

FAIL TO IDENTIFY BANDIT 


(Continued from page 1) 


in connection with the case and further 
efforts will be made to identify them. 

The arrest of the pair followed a game of 
watchful waiting ams made on warrants 
issued two days following the cold-blooded 
murder of Patrolman Black. The warrants 
were issued as a result of an “underground”’ 
tip to State police. Since that time, a 
nation-wide search for Ryan has been made, 
he being the one suspected of having fired 
the fatal shots. 

The arrest of Welch was spectacular in the 
extreme. He was taken in a West Newton 
street lodging house and was asleep in bed 
when the officers arrived. He had evidently 
expected their visit, for on their entrance he 
rose and made a dash for freedom. 

Sprinting for the rear door, Welch found 
the entire vicinity surrounded, Turning, he 
rushed to the top of the building, and hiding 
in an unused closet, buried himself under a 
pile of old clothing, the officers searching for 
fully an hour before locating him. He was 
then shackled and taken to headquarters. 

_ Ryan gave the officers no trouble at te 
time of his arrest. He was taken at the 
home of his sweetheart in Milton, and readily 
gave himself up, seemingly sick of the hide- 
and-seek vame he had played with the 
police during the past two months. He is an 
ex-pugilist and in the ring was known as 
Ray Leonard. 

Lawrence police were notified of the 
arrests of the suspects and were asked to 
gather together several persons who wit- 
nessed the shooting so that an attempt at 
positive identification might be made. 


Among the witnesses that were taken along 
were Percy Waters and Wallace E. Magoon, 
managers of the A. & P. stores. 

It was the store managed by Magoon at 
Chester street and South Broadway that 
was robbed by the two bandits after they 
had stolen a Peerless sedan owned by William 


J. Mahoney and which later figured in the 
murder of the Andover policeman. 

The shooting took place shortly after 
10 o’clock on Friday evening, November 27, 
of last year. in Andover square. 
that town had been appraised of the car 
theft and robbery of the A. & P. store in 
Lawrence and Patrolman Black, who was 
doing duty in Andover square, espied the 
car coming along Main street. 

Taking a stand in the middle of the road 
he demanded that the operator halt but his 
command was unheeded. The machine 
stopped a short distance further up Main 
street and the lone bandit leaped out, dashing 
down Chestnut street. He had previously 
dropped a pal at the South Lawrence station 
of the Boston and Maine railroad. 

Within a few minutes Black again saw the 
bandit and went towards him, stating, “I 
want to talk to you.’ When only a few 
feet from his man, he was stopped by two 
shots, which proved fatal within ten minutes. 

\ general man hunt was immediately 
started with police of Lawrence and Methuen 
joining, but the only trace of the bandit 
found was his overcoat, dropped in the 
chase near Roger’s brook. 

Clues followed thick and fast but all 
came to nothing insofar as local investigation 
was concerned. Finger-prints on a machine 
which the bandit had leaped and which 
were developed by Lieut. Inspector Michael 
Byron finally led to the chase for Ryan. 
The prints, which Boston experts had failed 
to photograph clear enough for identification, 
were looked up and found to be similar to 
those of Ryan, and search for him was 
started. It is said, however, that they are not 
sufficiently clear to prove that it was Ryan 
who shot Patrolman Black.

Sight Not at Best 
Before Age of Six 


A child does not attain his keenest 
eyesight until he is six years old or 
more. Small objects are not so well 
seen, the parts of the brain devoted 
to vision being incompletely developed. 

This is the statement of Dr, Ed- 
ward Jackson, Denver specialist, who 
writes for Hygeia, popular health 
magazine published by the American 
Medical association, In an article on 
“The Baby's Eyes.” 

Abundant reason exists for using 
large type in primers, says Doctor 
Jackson. Fine stitching, beadwork 
and similar exercises, such as are 
sometimes expected of young children 
in kindergarten, may be quite harmful. 
Even when the object looked at Is not 
small the young child must not be ex- 
pected to look at It long at a time, but 
should be encouraged to turn the eyes 
away frequently to rest them. To 
“keep the eyes on the book” at times 
when they are tired does not help the 
child to learn and may be harmful. 

Because they can hold things close 
te their eyes and atill see them, and 
because they need larger images of 
what they look at to make up for the 
incomplete development of the eye, 
young children are Hable to acquire 
the habit of holding things too near 
their eyes. As they grow older this 
should be corrected by encouraging 
them to try to see things at longer dis- 
tances. Many children starting to 
school have eyestrain, or even inflam- 
mation about the eyes, merely because 
they hold thelr books too close to 
their eyes. 


Newfoundland Is the 
Oldest British Colony 


Newfoundland Is often called ‘The 
Ancient Colony,” because It is the old- 
est colony in the British empire. It 
was discovered by John Cabot, who 
sailed out of Bristol, England, in 1497. 
Cabot took possession of the island in 
the name of King Henry VII. Three 
years later the Portuguese under Gas 
par Corte-Real explored portions of 
the coast. In 1588, during the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, Sir Humphrey 
Gilbert renewed the claim of British 
Possession, but his attempt to colonize 
Was not a success, nor were the at- 
tempts made later by Lord Baltimore. 
During all these years the island was 
visited by fishing expeditions from 
Bngland, France and Portugal, and the 
ownership of the island was a matter 
of dispute. It was finally settled by 
the Treaty of Utrecht of 1718, which 
brought to a close Queen Anne's war. 
By this treaty France acknowledged 
Britain's ownership of Newfoundland 
and ceded to Britain the region known 
as Acadia, now forming the provinces 
of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick.

MARY WEIR SCOTT 

The death of Miss Mary Weir Scott, 
which took place early Tuesday morning at 
the home of her sister, Mrs. George A. 
Christie, 7 Arundel street, Shawsheen 
Village, came as a shock to an unusually 
wide circle of her friends 

For nearly three years she had borne her 
illness with Christian fortitude and resigna- 
tion, aware that there was no hope. The 
end came suddenly though peacefully. 

Born in Montrose, Scotland, April 21, 
1876, Miss Scott came to Andover as a 
young girl and attended the public schools 
here. For nearly thirty years she was a 
faithful worker for the Tyer Rubber Com- 
pany and one of its oldest employees in 
point of service.

The Return of Egret and Curlew 


Only a few years back, and the white egret 
of southern lake and seashore was going 
rapidly the way of the ibis and flamingo — 
the sad way to extinction. 

The pink curlew, often called the roseate 
spoonbill, of Florida, was likewise traveling 
the same dark trail. These beautiful crea- 
tures, once so marvelously abundant in the 
coast country of the sunny peninsula, were 
rarely seen except perhaps in an unfre- 
quented spot. 

Bird lovers had not been able, even by their 
utmost efforts, to protect these species, dis- 
tinguished by beauty, grace, and innocence, 
from the destruction to which man’s greed 
had doomed them, wntil finally our govern- 
ment was moved to pass a law making the 
plumes unmarketable. 

It is a pleasure to note that, with the great 
impetus given of late years to the Audubon 
work in general, and to the bird-sanctuary 
movement in particular, there come steadily 
more encouraging report. of increase among 
most of our songsters and plume birds. 

The most satisfying results of conservation 
are manifest in the reports from the numerous 
bird sanctuaries in Florida, a state which 
holds the long lead in this humane work, both 
for the number and extent of its protected 
areas. There are afready 69 officially recog- 
nized sanctuaries in the peninsula, and about 
as many more that are locally set aside as 
inviolate, many of which will later be 
granted state protection. 

The results of the wide-spread zeal of the 
people of Florida for the protection of their 
feathered neighbors are beginning to show in 
a gratifying way. Even moderately ob- 
servant persons are heard to comment on the 
great increase, in grove and hedge, of the 
gorgeous cardinals and tanagers, the melo- 
dious mocking-birds and thrush kinsmen, the 
beloved bluebirds, waxwings, and others of 
their kind. 

But only just now, from authentic sources, 
comes the good news that the white egret 
has shown a definite increase in the last few 
seasons. This most admired of Florida’s 
water birds, sometimes known as the Ameri- 
can egret, and beyond peradventure, the 
aristocrat of the heron family, had been pro- 
nounced practically extinct — from the cruel 
ravages of the plume-hunters— when the 
pleadings of bird-lovers and scientists united, 
finally brought the protective law’s enact- 
ment. Many thought it then too late to save 
the species. 

But it is now a happy fact that these rare 
birds are again seen, and with increasing 
frequency, along the shores and in the deep 
evergreen glades of Florida. 

The little snowy heron, known locally in 
certain regions as the crimp, is another 
species once practically extinct, but now re- 
appearing in constantly increasing numbers, 
adding its touch to sheer loveliness and life to 
tha scenic beauty of the picturesque penin- 
sula. 

But probably the most prized of the re- 
turning species is the roseate spoonbill, or 
curlew, once extremely numerous in these 
regions, then apparently extinct, and now 
again flocking, in great pink clouds, to the 
nesting fastnesses so stringently guarded by 
United States wardens. 

The response of these beautiful winged 
creatures to protection is the clearest indica- 
tion of what may be done to preserve many 
of our other wild friends, now receding into 
oblivion before the vaunted march of civili- 
zation. 

Here in Florida we are hoping yet for the 
return of the great white ibis and that 
marvelously colorful and picturesque crea- 
ture, the flamingo, both once amazingly 
numerous in the peninsula, but now with no 
survivors in evidence except in the deepest 
fastnesses of the outlying islands.

With 
wonderful naivete they break down every 
prudential restraint: they warn the buyer 
against over-cautiousness that leads to 
miserliness; they charge the hesitant as 
wanting in big-hearted generosity, as not 
willing to share his money with others. In 
this way they hope to shame us into buying

No finer study in psychology is afforde 
than in siaeving the modern methods by 
which both advertiser and Lat ee to 
capture and rivet our attention. ere 
ae pot of their catchwords: ‘“ Wonderful 
bargains,” “An avalanche of 
“Sold at great sacrifice,” ‘“ For three days 
only,” “Buy now, while you can,” “Only a 
dollar down.” Goods worth $3.00 are 
marked $2.98 that the firuge 2 rather than 
3 shall first find lodgment in our minds. I 
have before me as I write a most glowing 
advertisement in type an inch long. The 
first sentence that strikes our eye 18: — 
“Your credit is good?” Where can we find 
a more clever exhibition of practical psy- 
chol than right here? Who would wish 
to resist this studied attempt to capture our 
attention by flattering our self-importance? 
Here is a man who trusts us and relies im- 
plicitly ia both our promise and our ability 
to pay. Following this flattering bouquet to 
our pride is the offer to put us in immediate 
possession of what we want regardless of 
cost. Listen: ‘No first payment, Biggest 
event of the year, Six days only.” How much 
Chandler-Cleveland Motor Car Company 

id this expert advertising agent, I do not 
Siaw I do know, however, that he under- 
stands human nature to the core. In this 
respect he has outstripped all competitors in 
the field of advertising. Think of it: without 
a nickel in our possession we can buy any 
one of twenty-four styles of autos from a Ford 
to a Hudson limousine! ‘We realize,” they 
tell us, “that many ple would like cars 
at this time but find is IMPOSSIBLE to secure 
the first payment, so choose your car and 
drive it home.” Can we wonder that 85 per- 
cent of cars are bought on credit? Now what 
is true of cars is true of household furniture: 
of carpets, pictures, victrolas, radios, vacuum 
cleaners, and of the clothes on one’s back. 
There was never a time in America when the 
temptation to buy on credit was so charm- 
ingly alluring as it is today. So that what 
was once reprobated is now made respectable; 
in fact, buying on credit has become an 
ized. ‘Everybody does it,” we are told. 

From the individual, this debt habit has 
broad ened out through our whole land and to 
what extent is shown by the fact that the 
present gross debt of our several states has 
reached the unthinkable figure of $1,738,605,- 
571, with a yearly interest charge of over 
$60,000,000. ‘Citiess and towns show a like 
relative indebtednes. The ease with which 
bonds can be floated and the pleasure derived 
from immediate possession of things long- 
desired has hatched out a new brood of wants 
that clamor for immediate gratification. 
This is why, by borrowed money, public 
buildings and public utilities of all sorts have 
sprung up like mushrooms. By fractionaliz- 
ing the payment and shoving the payday far 
into the future, the cost burden has lost its 
sharp outlines by distance, leaving an un- 
hampered landscape for the free play of 
natural desire. 

Now buying and paying are indissolubly 
joined in wedlock. They may be separated, 
never can they be divorced; but separate 
maintenance is vastly more'costly than living 
together under the same roof. 

‘The outstanding illusion in all this modern 
craze is that wants have a saturation point 
like a sponge. That when a town, like Ando- 
ver, has completed building certain streets, 
erected certain town structures, raised certain 
salaries, then such wants will automatically 
cease. Then and not till then can we hope to 
stabilize taxes, lessen our town debt, and 
create contentment. Did ever human ex- 
pectation rest pan a more quicksand founda- 
tion? Is not the very reverse of this true? 
Can history show a greater fructifying 
power in all this world, when fertilized and 
properly environed, then human wants? 

And it is well it should be so, for without such 
wants the savage would never pry himself 
from a hole in the ground to the wigwam; but 
wants, like high tides in Holland, threaten in- 
undation; they need to be diked. Fire con- 
fined is good, but fire unconfined is a terrify- 
ing monster; generosity restricted is good, 
but menerosisy unrestricted ruined the prodi- 
gal son; ambition within bounds is good, 
but ambition unbounded wrought Napoleon’s 
ruin. 

Now publicists, statesmen and thoughtful 
public-spirited men everywhere appreciate 
the evil that lurks in the good. They have 
watched this rising tide of credit for the last 
ten years. To them it has reached the danger 

point and from the President all down the 

ine the word comes to “Halt”. Shall Ando- 
ver, who was among the first at Bunker Hill 
be the last to obey this call? I will not be- 
lieve it; the solid business men with whom I 


schoolhouses and excellent roads and exten- 
sive sewer and water systems, as “town im- 
provements”, but our pride in these acquisi- 
tions always gets a jolt when we reflect that 
these properties are not owned by the town 
but are hired properties; they belong to the 
town’s ¢reditors. For instance, we owe:

Sewer bonds 225,000 


High School bonds 57,000 
Shawsheen School bonds 206,000 
Main Street bonds 40,000 
Essex Sanatorium bonds 63,000 


How much would we admire the elegant 
apparel of a well-to-do woman, though it be 
cut in the latest Paris style, who owed for the 
hat on her head, the shoes on her feet, her 
dress and silk stockings? The richer such a 
woman, the less excuse would she have for 
buying clothes on credit. 

That there are occasions when the best 
interests of a town are promoted by ex- 
tended credit, I fully realize, as, for instance, 
by the installation of a sewer or water system 
involving a cost altogether too great to be 
wisely absorbed by any one year’s tax levy, 
But these occasions are few in number; be- 
sides, they are progressively paid for largely 
by sewer abutters and water-takers. But the 
enormous debts piled up and still piling up by 
states, cities, and towns are not for these few 
great necessities. They are, for the most part, 
for mere conveniences. Their postponement 
would entail no hardship whatever. Now, 
never should a town run in debt for a mere 
convenience. NEVER! Never, surely, till 
it has paid its debts. Our state and towns 
evidently agree with Colbert, the financial 
minister of Louis XIV, who said: “The art 
of taxation consists in so plucking the goose 
as to procure the largest quantity of feathers 
with the least possible amount of squawking.” 
Yet we are told that it was the squawking of 
the goose that brought on the French Revo- 
lution, and, I might add, is chargeable for 
the greatest wars in history. 

One of the greatest problems of Europe and 
America today is this problem of debt. It 
is the problem of every town in this Common- 
wealth. It is a problem in Andover. But, 
thank Heaven, the business brains of Andover 
realize this and propose to solve it by a “pay 
as you go”’ policy from now on.

A “Monument of Folly’’ 


Much has been written about the aban- 
doned farms of New England, but her 
abandoned forts are not so well known, 
Of all of these obsolete strongholds none is 
more interesting than Fort Knox on the 
Narrows of the Penobscot river at Prospect, 


aine. 

This fort, which derived its name from the 
fact that it was built on land once owned by 
Henry Knox, the Boston bookseller who 
became Washington’s chief of artillery in the 
Revolution and the first secretary of war 
for the United States, was begun in the early 
forties to protect the shipbuilding and com- 
merce of the Penobscot, which was then at 
its height. Work had progressed far enough 
at the outbreak of the Civil war to enable 
the War department to use Fort Knox asa 
training school for many of the artillery 
officers who served in the Union army. This 
was the nearest that Fort Knox ever came to 
a war record, however, for in 1869, after 
construction had been in progress for 26 
years, work on it was abandoned. 

“Costing about a million dollars, it stands 
a monument of human folly,” writes one 
historian. “The recent advance in the 
science of war is such that Fort Knox would 
be scarcely more effective in time of danger 
than an ancient feudal castle of the Middle 
Ages.” ‘Monument of folly” though Fort 
Knox may be, it is also a monument to the 
days when masonry was a fine art. Huge 
white slabs of granite, quarried from Mount 
Waldo, a few miles north and floated down 
the river in scows, are set in its walls edge on 
edge with beautiful precision, and a great 
circular staircase of solid pieces of granite is 
the crowning piece of workmanship. Near 
the shore batteries can still be seen the brick 
ovens where the 42-pound cannon balls were 
heated, but nearly all of the artillery placed 
in the fort during the Civil war has been 
removed to adorn parks, armories and other 
public places in New England. 

Designed to be the finest fortress on the 
Atlantic coast, Fort Knox is now abandoned, 
and it is one of the several forts whose sale 
has been authorized by congress within 
recent years. Although it lacks the historic 
background of many other forts, there are 
few which are as picturesque as this grim old 
“monument of folly” which stands guard 
over an unfulfilled hope on the banks of the 
“Rhine of America,” the Penobscot river
